It Is now conceded th a t the Democrats of 
Los Angeles have elected their entire county 
ticket, with the exception of the candidate 
for Treasurer. 
There Is a possibility th at 
R um ble, Independent, for C ounty Surveyor, 
m ay get in, but th e chances are against him . 
W igginton's m ajority in this county will 
exceed 1,100, an d in the District it w ill proba­ 
bly reach 3,000. 
So fhr as heard from, th e Independents have 
not carried a county in the State. 
It is now established beyond doubt that(M r. 
R alston did not com m it suicide. 
Q uite a serious riot is reported te liave oc­ 
curred in Yasoo county, M ississippi, a t a Re­ 
publican m eeting. One m an killed. 
The Bank of California is to resum e with 
fifteen m illions of guaranteed capital. 
On a W est-bound im m igrant tra in near 
W lnnem ucca, yesterday, a father was shot 
and probably fatally wounded in a difficulty 
about his daughter.

Yesterday In D etroit an Irate Frenchm an 
attem pted to kill his wife and then killed 
him self. Cause: refusal of his wife to support 
him In drunkenness. 
The Texas editors are In St. Louis enjoying 
them selves. 
The H artford raoes were attended yesterday 
by 20,000 people. 
The Q ulbert case still excites the volatile 
residents of M ontreal.

The San Francisco Post inveighs 
against stock gambling. In the case 
of the Port this is swearing at one’s 
paternity. 


W h a t e v e r or whoever the Express 
advocates and the H e r a l d opposes is 
certain of defeat, and whatever or who­ 
ever the Express opposes and the H e r ­ 


a l d supports is certain of coming out 
ahead. The H e r a l d gave Mr. W io- 


g in t o x a dignified and earnest sup­ 
port while the Express opened against 
him. Mr. W io g in t o n ’s majority in 
this county will approxim ate twelve 
hundred, and he is elected by from 
twenty-five hundred to three thou­ 
sand majority. 


T h e report of tbedefeat of M cCoy 
and L e a c h in San Diego county is 
confirmed. The people wisely conclud­ 
ed th at two men who while professing 
to be Democrats and asking Democrats 
to support them could deliberately 
seek to defeat one of their fellow7 nom­ 
inees, were unworthy the confidence 
of the comm unity or the support of 
their party. And so these two worth­ 
ies who should have been leaders in 
the so called Independent party in 
place of Democratic candidates, were 
quietly but determinedly consigned to 
the shades of private life from which 
we trust they will not emerge until 
they have thoroughly learned the les­ 
son that treachery to the party is trea­ 
son to the people. The political apos­ 
tate sooneror latter receives his re­ 
ward and In the case of M cC o y and 
L e a c h the avenging sword fell with 
lightning swiftness and unerring cer­ 
tainly. 


Send in Your Facts. 


Agriculture and Horticulture iu this 
section yet partakes much of the ex­ 
perimental. 
There are productions 
that are placed beyond all question in 
the category of profitable industry, 
and enough to know of the culture of 
m any other articles to render it prob­ 
able that they will pay handsomely. 
Indeed,experiment has been pushed so 
rapidly that the question is not what 
will grow in Semi-tropical California, 
but what will not grow. But there 
are many articles of commerce the 
production of which now attract a t­ 
tention that must ultim ately he aban­ 
doned or at least which will never be­ 
come popular. There are drawbacks 
being encountered 
in m any cases 
which will require to be overcome be­ 
fore success is reached. Farmers are 
engaged cultivating that which they 
never raised before, and fam iliar pro­ 
ducts are beinggrowu under different 
con ditions than formerly. The vari­ 
ableness of soil and climate render one 
section of the county peculiarly adapt­ 
ed to certain industries, and the same 
industries may languish on ranches 
only a mile distant. There is there­ 
fore^ strong necessity fora m utual ex­ 
change of information among the far­ 
mers and horticulturists, and that in­ 
terchange is best carried on through 
the columns of the daily press. Let 
every farmer therefore who has valu­ 
able information on any branch of ag­ 
riculture or horticulture send it in to 
us for publication. We do not counsel 
the precipitate details of mere experi­ 
ments, which are but half finished. 
Our people are already too prone to 
jum p at conclusions and to assume 
enormous yields from exceptionably 
prolific specimens. 
Incorrect infor­ 
m ation and exaggerated profits only 
lure the unsuspecting to unremunera- 
tive outlays. 
The examples of par­ 
ties vainely frittering away their lit­ 
tle fortunes in new industries are but 
too frequent. W here failures have 
been made let the truth be told in or­ 
der th at others may either carefully 
in v e s tig a te the causes of the failure or 
avoid the same losses. 
To illustrate the force of our remark 
we could take the article of tobacco. 


It has been again and again asserted 
that tobacco of excellent quality can 
be grown in Los Angeles county. 
Dozens of parties have been experi­ 
menting In different parts of the coun­ 
ty, eacli ignorant of what the others 
are doing. No one mau has experi­ 
mented sufficiently to become tho­ 
rough master of the industry, and 
where one can be found who says it is 
profitable there is on the next ranch 
another who declares there is nothing 
in it. The weed will grow beyond 
doubt, but there is difficulty aboutcur- 
ingit, and for most of that which has 
been produced there has been no mar­ 
ket. 
While one man will give the 
assurance that he actually gathered 
and shipped a crop which sold at 
a 
price below the cost of production an­ 
other will offer valuations of sample 
lots sent to competent judges which 
promise very handsome profits. The 
accounts are conflicting as to the suc­ 
cess or failure of the different varieties 
of tobacco, and there is such a wide 
discrepancy and so much vagueness 
about the yield per acre th at the can­ 
did enquirer can reach no conclusion, 
while 
information concerning the 
mode of handling is equally unsatis­ 
factory. Thus for several years has 
this experimenting gone on over so 
limited an area and the problem is as 
far from solution to-day as ever. We 
cannot say whether it is a failure or a 
success. Hau all three parties sent 
their infermation carefully digested 
to the H e r a l d the deficiency of the 
one m ight have been supplied by the 
knowledge of the other, and the ques­ 
tion settled at an iufinately less cost. 
We should perhaps now know defl- 
nately whether any or all kinds of to­ 
bacco will flourish and whether its 
cultivation is sufficiently profitable to 
warrant encouragement. 


The Victory. 


Nothing can be more certain that 
California is Democratic—Democratic 
from Governor down to Constable. So 
far we have heard of but three pre­ 
cincts in the State where the Indepen­ 
dents have counted themselves ahead. 
“H ow are the m ighty fallen!’' Two 
years ago these pure reformers were a 
power in the land. They promised 
with the prodigality of a spendthrift, 
and the people believing them in ear­ 
nest, gave them a chance to prove 
themselves workers as well as talkers. 
They went into office; the Legislature 
was theirs; they elected their chief to 
the United States Senate and then 
they imitated the Republican party 
from which they sprung, and in their 
greed for spoils, forgot their promises, 
forgot the people and forgot their mis­ 
sion. No party can long survive apos- 
tacy to the masses and in two short 
years, a party that went into power 
with the almost unanimous support of 
the people, went down to an ignomini­ 
ous grave, “ unhonored, unwept and 
unsung,” and on its tombstone the vo­ 
ters have written “weighed in the 
balance and found w anting.” The 
party of a million promises and not a 
single fulfillment is dead and now lies 
so deeply buried beneath execrations 
which the people have heaped upon it 
that it will never hear the sound of 
the resurrection trumpet. W e shall 
hear no more of the Independent par­ 
ty and its founders and 
leaders— 
B o o t h , B id w e l i., S w i f t , C o w d e r y , 
F it c h and P ic k e r in o will now have 
to make their beds within the Repub­ 
lican or Democratic camp. There are 
but two parties in 
California—the 
Democratic and Republican—and this 
year the people Lave pronounced in 
favor of the Democrats. Let us hope 
they will prove themselves worthy of 
the confidence reposed in them. 


Arizona Items. 


[Sentinel, 28th.] 
Mr. Griffith, stage agent, came in

Phillip Reade, Superintend­ 
ent of the Telegraph Stage Lines, 
left for Tucson by stage last Wednes­ 
day. 
The health of Yuma is most excel­ 
lent, the residents are nearly all in 
perfect health, and the few7 invalids 
from abroad are rapidly improving. 
These cool bracing nights tnal 
we 
are experiencing now, on the approach 
of fall, are very invigorating. 
Mexicans from Sonora are pouring 
into Arizona in great numbers, doubt­ 
less to escape the civil war in that dis­ 
tracted country. Many of these peo­ 
ple have families with them . Some 
of them stop here while others go on 
to California. Hundreds have already 
come and still they are coming. 
Mr. Griffiith, road agent for Kerens 
A, Mitchell’s stage line, informs us 
th at on the night of the 18th while 
John W hite, station keeper at New 
River Station, was sleeping out doors 
in front of the house, three men came, 
and while one blindfolded him the 
others bound him with ropes. The 
robbers then went into the house and 
took such things as they wanted.

the bank through all difficulties. $15,­ 
000,000 of new capital have been offer­ 
ed to set the bank on its feet again.

27, Mr. Ralston, according to bis habit 
of bathing, proceeded to North Point 
for the purpose of bathing. H e used 
every reasonable and proper precau­ 
tion to reduce his bodily temperature 
before entering the water. 
He was 
carried by the flood tide beyond bis 
power to return, and his exertions to 
regain tbe shore, added to tbe shock 
to his system by contact with the wa­ 
ter while he was over-heated, produc­ 
ed a congestion of the brain and vital 
oigan8. 
His death was caused prima­ 
rily by such congestion, and seconda­ 
rily by drowning. The jury are unan­ 
imously of this opinion, and find that 
Mr. Ralston’s death was accidental. 
The following is the report of the 
chemist who analyzed the stomach of 
the deceased: 
Dr. B. R. Swan sworn : As directed 
by you, I proceeded to make a chemi­ 
cal aualysis of the stomach and con­ 
tents placed in my hands; I divided it 
into two portions and subjected one to 
tests for organic poisons and the other 
for inorganic. I first made special 
tests for strychnia aud morphia, and

The most perfect tests failed to 
discover the presence of any mineral 
poison whatever. All the ingredients 
used were, as is customary, first test­ 
ed, and counteractions by the poisons 
sought were made, so that the proof in 
each case is conclusive.

Daughtre ought to be warned that to 
desire actually to force the agents of 
the cemetery, and show his dead to 
the public, is simply to drive t lie peo­ 
ple inad.”
